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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The issue of "wherein (A) is a reaction product of (a) and (b)" does not find support in the Specification, as 
originally filed. The recitation of "esterifying a part or whole of carboxytlic acid groups. ..with (b) a derivative of an alcohol" is sufficient to 
show the additive. Further, it cannot be ascertained whether the recitations, as presented, concerning "said component (A) comprises a 
copolymer comprising, as essential monomers, (c)...and.(d)" are drawn to further claim limitations, or are intended to define already 
recited limitations in the broad claim. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It has not been shown that "because (A) 
comprises (a) and (b), (A) necessarily also comprises (c) and (d)," as contended. Further, the composition of the reference to JP 06- 
298556 would inherently comprise "a slump peak at a time point of more than 30 minutes after mixing at 30 (degrees) C." Applicants have 
not shown why this would not be so, and nothing in the claims is recited that differentiates over the reference in any manner as to produce 
a different product, having different characteristics. 

Continuation of 13. Other: The objection to the Specification, as not being written in clear idiomatic English is being maintained. One 
example of non-compliance with CFR 1.52(a) and (b), randomly picked, of the many that the Examiner has located, occurs at page 1 in 
the first sentence. This sentence is not properly constructed, and is referred to as "run-on." It is not the Examiner's duty to provide a 
Specification written in clear, idiomatic English, nor is it the Examiner's duty to point out the errors. A Substitute Specification is required. 
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
